On May Ist I interviewed Mr. 

**Lunatcharsky,’ the People’s Com- 
missary for Education; ~ He is one of | 
-the most popular of the people's, 
commissaties and is known as the 
school reformer, the creator of the 
free school and outofechool educa- 
tion and proletarian culture in Soviet 
“Russia. On the'walls of many of i 
the factories. and at’ schools and 
institutions, I saw his protrait side 
by side with that of Mr. Lenin. 

Mr, ‘Lunatcharsky said:—"Im the 
field of school’ reform we have in- 
troduced the idea-of a unique labour 
school where children, independently |! 
of origin gnd the: public status of their
